Premier Oliver told of the features of the new Oovemment 
Liquor Control Act in moving the second reading of the bill in the 
Legislature yesterday afternoon. 

“The whole intent of the act is to bring the sale of liquor into 
the hands of the Government so that people may obtain liquor un¬ 
der conditions that will prevent its abuse and the illicit traffic in 
liquor,” said the Premier. 

“The high taxes on wholesale houses are to help us overcome 
constitutional difficulties about private importation. The tax of 
I2.S0 a quart on imports was ms^e designedly so heavy as to be 
prohibitive of importation.”_

‘•This bill is brought before the 
House not with the idea of finality, 
but with the Idea that it is a frame¬ 
work so that the members of the 
t,egislature can work on It In tlu 
light of the views of the people whom 
they represent. 

j “The tiovernment takes the posl- 
I Hon that this question is too large 
I and Important to be made the sub- 
! Ject of partisan polities. It has been 
the desire of the Government to keej 
it out of party politics. And the 
Government Intends to pursue thai 
policy to Its conclusion. Details o' 
the bill may be varied as the aggso- 
gate wisdom of the members of thi?

Municipalities’ Share 

The Premier explained that any 
members of the Board of thre«^com- 
mlssioners who will administer the 
Act may be removed at any time for 
cause. They will appoint their staffs 
of inspectors and clerks. No em¬ 
ployee will be allowed to have any 
I Interest in any liquor sold under the 
! Act. 

Half the profits under the Act. 
that are to go to municipalities, the 
Premier went on, do not Include 
money derived from the sale of per¬ 
mits. The municipalities are to en¬ 
force the Act within their boundaries 
and where a municipality falls to 
carry out the Act. the Board may 
step In and carry out the regulatlorw 
and chargo up the cost against the 
profits that accrue to the municipal- 
Ity. 

Price Uniformity Popular. 

“The principle of uniformity of 
price throughout the Province will 
have the unanimous support of every 
member of the House, I think," the 
Premier said. *Tt will appeal to the 
sense of fairness of every member 
that there should be no dtscrlmio- 
atlon in the price of liquor la the 
various parts of the Province." 

Identifying Purchasers. 

Dealing with the permits he ex¬ 
plained that theoretically every man 
or woman is entitled to receive a 
permit unless some good reason can 
be shown why a permit should not 
be granted. The applicant must 
write his signature on the permit, 
and when he buys liquor he must 
also, write his signature for the 
vendor, who will see that the two 
signatures are the same, and thus 
identify the applicant. A list of pur¬ 
chases will be inscribed on the back 
of the permits, so that the vendors 
will know exactly bow much liquor 
each man has bad. 

To Stop Illicit Dealing. 

One of the most striking features 
of the Act, the ITemler declared, 
consists in the fact that the bill is 
framed to eliminate the ellicit sale of 
liquor by making it an offence not 
only to sell, but to purchase or con¬ 
sume liquor obtained in an illicit 
manner. 

The Board will build up a reserve 
fund so as to stabilize Its revenue 
over a period of years. 

Half-Yearly Reports. 

The Premier said that in reading 
over the Act it has occurred to him 
that it might be well to have half- 
yearly. instead of yearly, statements 
submitted by the Board so that the 
Legislature when It meets will have 
returns more up-to-date. 

It Is also Intended that all em¬ 
ployees handling money should be 
bonded by a guarantee company. 

Liable For Roeulte. 

"Any person who furnishes liquor 
to any person in a state of intoxica¬ 
tion shall be personally liable in case 
that person meets death through in¬ 
toxication," the Premier went on. 

“If I understand the desire of the 
People of this Provfnce aright' It Is 
that liquor of good quality should be 
on sale at reasonable prices. 

'Bslisvss in Good ProfiL 

"I have no compunction whatevet 
of taking a good sound profit from 
this business. 1 say that cheapening 
the cost of liquor will not be of any 
particular advantage to the people 
of this Pgpvince. In my opinion It 
is not desirable to encourage the 
consumption of liquor. 1 do not 
think it is necessary for human 
health or enjoyment. 

“I think taht when this Act comes 
Into force it will be on the basis of 
sale on a reasonable profit, and the

COAST HOSPITALS j 

Rev. John Antle Is Heard in 
Interesting Address ^ 

Addressing a large audience at Bt. r 
Mary's Hall, Oak Bay, last night, the 
Rev. John Antle. superintendent of 
the Columb^ Coast Mission, delivered ^ 
an illustrated lantern lecture on the ^ 
work of that mission up the coast of ] 
the Mainland and Islands. Some beau- t 
tiful slides were shown. Illustrating 
phases of the mission wo^k at the dif- ^ 
ferent settlements. These included j 
scenes on the Columbia, the little mis- ^ 
Sion hospital boat and the hospitals at ^ 
8t. Michael's, Rock liay: Columbia { 
Hospital. Van Anda: St. George’s ^ 
Hoapitah Alert Bay: Quathlaskl Covet. ^ 
Maynard operated the lantern with f 
Maynard operated the lanter with f 
dispatch. 

Mr. Antle delivered a very Interest- | 
ing address on all phases of the mis- t 
Sion work performed by the Columbia i 
Coast Mission, but paid special at- t 
tentlon to the hospitals and that side . 
of their undertaking. The numerous r 
hospitals operated necessitated on an 
average of some $60,000 a year to 
carry on, and that they were manag¬ 
ing to do this in the face of lack pf 
funds and sufficient Interest on be¬ 
half of their parent body, was all the 
more surprising, he stated. The hos¬ 
pitals were less thatf $1,600 behind on 
their annual budget, ha stated; a 
fact that compared favorably with the 
local situation, he believed. 

^ Aoceal For Attittance. 

The speaker made a very strong 
plea for greater Interest on behalf of 
the church, who had been responsible j 
for the founding of the missions, and 
wiio should look after the upkeep of j 
these hospitals, all of which were a 
real necessity to their district, he 
stated. Through lack of adequate 
funds the hospitals were not as effi¬ 
cient as they could be made, and 
should be. he continued, and said that 
If the chbrch did not awake to its ' 
responsibilities In this matter the 
hospitals would have to pass to other 
hands. The Loggers' Association 
would be willing to take the hospitals 
over and run them for the benefit they 
had been to their member*. 

The Rev. John Antle’s address era- ■ 
ated a deep impression, and at the i 
close of his remarks the speaker was i 
tendered a very hearty vote of thanks. < 
C’apt. Arthur Crease called for three i 
cheers for the 'father of the Colum¬ 
bia coast mission.” and these were i 
given in rousing fashion. Mr. Antle 
will deliver his report to the anual 
meeting of the mission to-night.

James William Bland, Veteran 
Court House Officer, Passes 
Away 

The flag at the Court House yes¬ 
terday afternoon was dropped to half- 
mast out of respect to the late James 
William Bland, who. after serving as 
usher of the Court of Appeal and 
Supreme Court for thirty-two years, 
passed away yesterday at bis resi- 
denoe, 558 Toronto Street. 

The late Mr. Bland was one of the 
real pioneers of Victoria. He we.s 
born in Callao. Peru, in 1853, and 
came to Virlorlu in 1859 at the ago 
of six years. Hla parents and his 
two brothers comprised the family 
which in the early sixties made their 
home on Vancouver Island. For 
some years the family residence was 
at Esquimau. 

General regret has been expressed 
by members of the legal profession, 
to whom Mr. Bland has been so 
familiarly know'n for years. During 
the sitting of the Bupoeme Court yes-

terday afternoon Mr. Justice Gregory! 
made sympathetic mention of the 
death of Mr. Bland, ills Lordship 
spoke of the enviable record Mr. 
Bland has made for himself os a 
court officer. Mr. Bland had always 
taken a deep interest in the work of 
the courts. H. A. Maclean, K.C., as 
senior member of the Victoria bap 
present in court, spoke very highly 
of deceased. 

hYorn hiH long exTierirnce and life 
Vi the city the late Mr. Bland was in 
u position to recall many IntereBtlng 
; rotnlni8« en< eH of the early days, and 
I his mans’ friends were always pleased 
to have a chat with him over some 
interesting happenings of earlier 
times. Many of the barristers of to- 
dH>' who are enjoying splendid prac¬ 
tices were known to Mr. Bland as 
“small boys and he had watched them 
grow’ and prosper In the profession 
which later threw them together 
under the roof of the Court House. 

Mr. Bland was an active member of 
the Deluge Fire Brigade, one of the 
volunteer organizations of the early 
days which did some splendid work 
in its day and the memliers of which 
took a prominent part in sports. He 
was also a member of the A. O. U. W. 

Besides the widow there survive 
two sons, James Allan Bland, of the 
I^w Society of British Cohunbia. 
and William Henry Bland, of D. 13. 
Campbell’s Drug Wiore. Two 
brothers, H. J. and J. J. Bland, came 
to Victoria at the same time as Mr. 
Bland. Both of these still survive, 
also two others who were born in 
this city, F. W. Bland and Joseph 
Bland, the former living in V’iotoria, 
the latter in Albernl. There is also 
a sister. Mrs. P. R. Smith, and sev¬ 
eral grandchildren and nieces and 
nephews are living here. 

The funeral will take place on Mon¬ 
day from the B. C. Funeral Chapel 
at 2.20 and ten minutes later service 
will be held at 8t. Andrew's Church, 
Rev. Dr. Clay officiating. Interment 
; will be in the family plot at Koss 
Bay Cemetery.

Will Press Application Unless 
Agreements Reached Here 

The B. C. Electric question took 
another unexpected turn to-day when 1 
municipalities in which the B. C. Elec¬ 
tric Railway Company operates were 
Informed that the company may yet 
I press its application to the Federal 
Parliament for a Dominion charter. 
While Victoria had received no 
official information on the subject up 
to a late hour tu-day. Saanich mu¬ 
nicipality was warned of the com¬ 
pany's determination last night In a 
letter from F. A. McDtarmid, Parlia¬ 
mentary Agent of the Union of B. C. 
Municipalities. 

While the warning has been given 
the various municipalities that if they 
do not come to an agreement with the 
company, It will press for the passage 
of Its application for the transfer of 
its Interests to the Vancouver, Fraser 
Valley & Southern Railway, the Indi¬ 
cations are that the agreements will 
be signed, according to Mr. McDiar- 
mid. 

No official announcement of the 
attitude of the municipalities towards 
the proposed agreement has been 
made yet, as the various councils 
have not met, but unofficially favor¬ 
able opinions have been expressed, 

' Mr. McDiarmld states. This was the 
case at the meeting of the Union in 
Vancouver last Saturday, and since 
then several members of councils 
have stated that they believed there Is 
little question that the agreements 
will be signed. The New Westminster 
City Council will meet to-night, and 
it Is expected that approval will he 
given. Mr. McDiarmld said to-day. 
The North Vancouver District Coun¬ 
cil will meet next Wednesday, and In¬ 
dications are that Instructions will 
then be given to have the agreement 
signed. The Vancouver City Council 
has virtually signed the agreement 
already. As an agreement has prac¬ 
tically been reached between Burnaby 
and the B. C. Electric Railway Com¬ 
pany, that municipality need not be I 
taken Into consideration, so that the 
only remaining councils to deal with 
the question will be Point Grey and 
North Vancouver. 

Victoria Vitally Interested. 

Victoria, of course, la vitally inter¬ 
ested in the possible transfer of the 
B. C. Electric Railway Company to 
Federal control, and would oppose 
such a transfer with all the power at 
Its command. If the Company is 
able to make satisfactory arrange¬ 
ments with mainland municipalities 
and thus decides not to apply for a 
Federal charter Victoria will Uke no 
interest in the matter. This was the 
attitude adopted by representatives i 
of Victoria, Saanich. Oak Bay and 
Bsqulmalt at a recent conference 
here. On this account the city will 
watch' the course of events on the 
Mainland with a good deal of Inter¬ 
est. and will be ready to act if action 
is necessary to protect its rights. 

Saanich Warned. 

The Kaanich Council was last night 
Informed that a report from Van¬ 
couver, to the effect that the Com- 
isiny was dropping its plans for sell¬ 
ing its properties and withdrawing 
Us application for a Dominion char¬ 
ter, was entirely incorrect. This 
statcmeiU was contained in a lengthy 
letter from Mr. McDiarmld. in which 
it WHS staled withdrawal by the 
Company wiis only contingent on 
charges and fares maintenance 
agreements with mainland municl- 
imlliies, and would be proceeded with 
should Nueh agreements not be made 
with each and ever>' municipality. 
The Council referred the letter to the 
delegates to the convention of the 
Union, to be held In Victoria shortly. 

Convention to Discuss Question. 

It Is probable that the whole B. C. 
Electric question wlH be considered 
at the I'nioii convention here, and 
until that time the Island munlcl- 
pjiiltieH, it is expected, will take no 
action in the matter. 

Mayor McHardy of Nelson will 
preside at Monday's meeting of the 
Union, President Louteu North Van¬ 
couver, having recently undergone 
an operation.

Civic Pride Neceteery. 

James H. Beatty, President of the 
Chamber of Commerce, was intro¬ 
duced to the meeting by J. R Scott, 
chairman of the Forum Committee, 
who presided at the gathering- Greet¬ 
ed by prolonged applause, Mr. Beatty 
welcomed tlie members into their new 
home, briefly touching upon the dlf- 
flcultles attendant upon the finding of 
suitable quarters and paving tribute 
to the efforts of R. A. Playfair, chair¬ 
man of the committee responsible for 
the arranging and furnishing of the 
premises. 

After outlining the objects of the 
Chamber, Mr. Beatty appealed for the 
wholehearted support of every mem¬ 
ber. and emphasised the general need 
in Victoria of a greater spirit of civic 
pride and less "armchair” criticism. 
Declaring that if the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce achieved nothing more in its 
flrst year than to break down this 
mental barrier which hindered the 
progress of Victoria It would have 
accomplished much, the speaker 
urged the members to assist in en¬ 
couraging any public effort tending 
to the good of the city. "Victoria is 
a city to be proud of and not to be 
merely critlciaed," he said in conclu¬ 
sion. 

Internal Disunity. 

The Chamber of Commerce marked 
the opening of a new era in regard 
to community development and in re¬ 
flecting the diversified views of what 
was best for Victoria, said B. C. 
Nicholas, vice-president, in voicing a 
welcome to the members. This city’s 
biggest handicap was not its isolation 
or its insularity, but the absence of 
unity in its Internal affairs. 

chief problem was a psycho¬ 
logical one and to meet that problem 
it was essential that a spirit of com¬ 
munity service should be developed. 
To assist in that development every 
citizen should be prepared to culti¬ 
vate the habit of sacrifice, to put him¬ 
self out for the good of the com¬ 
munity. 

The growth of such organizations 
as the Rotary, Kiwanis and Gyro 
Clubs, continued Mr. Nicholas, reflect¬ 
ed the impatience of the younger men 
of the city at prevalent conditions and 
betokened a community restlessness 
which sought to move forward and 
make the community worth while. 
These clubs, in common with the 
Chamber of Commerce, were repre¬ 
sentative of the most active men in 
the community who were Inspired by 
association with their fellows to over¬ 
come. through a co-ordination of ef¬ 
fort. the apathy which hindered the 
city’s progress. 

Fine Programme. 

In a brief address R. A. Playfair, 
chairman of the Quarters Committee, 
related the steps leading to the ac¬ 
quisition of the new i^remlses and 
their furnishing, expressing the gen¬ 
eral thanks to David Spencer. Ltd., 
for concessions in the rental, and to 
various generous donors. Gordon 
Soott. the secretary, also 6)>oke 
briefly. 

At intervals an excellent programme 
was given, Mrs. M. G. Blck and 
I James Hunter contributed vocal'num- 
bers, and Miss Irene Blck, violin solos, 
each number being warmly encored. 
J. H. W. Flndler ably otflciated as ac¬ 
companist for the solos and W. H. 
Davies played for the community 
singing. 

At the close of the formal pro¬ 
gramme the members inspected the 
new quarters, which comprise the 
forum, board and committee rooms, 
spacious lounge, library, general of- 
flee and secretary’s oflice as well as 
a smoking-room.

Government Now Only Wait 
ing For Action by Ottawa 


Following a full explanation of the 
Oriental eggs question by Hon. E. D. 
Barrow, Minister of Agriculture, in 
the House, Kenneth Duncan. Inde¬ 
pendent member for Cowlchan, has 
withdrawn his resolution asking for 
the proclaiming of the Eggs Marks 
Act 1919. 

Hon. Mr. Barrow referred to ar¬ 
ticles appearing ip the press from 
time to time dealing with eggs from 
the Orient. He said misunderstand¬ 
ings had resulted. 

First of all, the Minister pointed 
out. all so-called “Oriental" eggs are 
from China. Further, it was not 
true that large quantities of these 
eggs were being placed on the mar¬ 
ket. 'A ship recently landed at Van¬ 
couver 11,497 cases, or over 4,000,000 
Oriental eggs» and nut one of these 
eggs remained in British Columbia. 

Conflict With Ottawa 

Hon. Mr. Barrow explained the 
working of the existing Eggs Marks 
Act, which, he said, required that 
all Chinese eggs should be stamped 
plainly on the shell as such. The re- 
si>onsiblllty for carrying this out lay 
with the municipal authorities. The 
Minister declared that there was no 
need for undue worry over the mat¬ 
ter. 

With regard to bringing the 1919 
Act into force, he said this would be 
done Just us soon as such action 
would bo considered consistent. Ow¬ 
ing to Federal statutes dealing with 
the question it was wise to prevent 
conflictions, and as soon as Ottawa 
had acted upon the matter, which 
was expected at an early date, the 
Eggs Marks Act, 1919, would be pro¬ 
claimed. 

Tightening Up Rules 

Premier Oliver suggested that in 
view of the Minister’s explanation 
and his own assurance that the nec¬ 
essary action would be taken as soon 
as possible, the member for -Cow- 
ichan should withdraw his resolution. 
This Mr. Duncan did. 

During the Premier’s remarks sev¬ 
eral irfterruptions caused him to ap¬ 
peal to Mr. Speaker for better order 
In the House. He said he thought it 
was time the members stuck closer 
to the rules. 

Speaker Manson. who has been 
"tightening" things up considerably, 
agreed and announced that he Would 
hold the members strictly to the let¬ 
ter of the House rules.
